I believe, prov’d, that this Nation maintain’d its Share of 
Trade, and its Footing upon the African Coaft. 


Lam well offurcd that it bas beep made fully appear | 


that the faid Com) >> bave accordingly appiy’d the faid 
angual Sum of 10,202!. and almoft as much more out 
of their own Morey; ead yet the faid Forts and Caftles 
sre fo far from having teen fufficiently maiotain’d for 
the Protection of the Britifh Trade of late Years, that 
they are now in a very dengerous Siruation. 

I need noc mention that the African Company are 
now allowed no manner of exclufive Right, nor do ene 
ter at all into the-Confideration of this Affvir farfher 
than (as the faid Forts and Caftles are their Property) 
how far a proper Allowance to them may be the cheap-

fhould prevail, we can never raife our moft finguine 
ExpeGations fo far as to hope to obtain, by the moft 
fuccefsful War, or otherwife, an Equivalent tor the Lofs 
of this Trade. : | 

An infafficient Sum that may be given to maintain 
and preferve this Trade, will not be fo much asa pale 
liative Help; for it will be wholly thrown away. 

If the Neceffity of the Times fhould be made an Are 
gument for ed Trade, either ia the Whole 
or in Part; it may be anfwered, That the very fame 
Neceflity is an Argument for taking the greatcft Care 
of every beneficial Branch of Trade in preference to 
Matrers of far lefs Moment; and of taking Care of this 
Branch in Particular, which is the Root of fo many 
and great Benefits to this Nation; and without which 
the very Means of raifing Money to anfwer the’ Exigens 
cies of Government will foon be greatly diminithed. 

I fthall beg Leave to conclude thefe few Hints with 
the Thoughts of a worthy Friend of mine, who is 
deeply concern’d in, and thoroughly acquainted with the 
Britifh Colonies in America, viz,.
